At the outset, please allow me to express to your Excellency our best wishes for happiness and good 
health. 

I am writing to your Excellency with regard to the Kuwaiti citizens Fayez Mohammed Al Kandari and 
Faouzi Khaled Al Odeh, who are still detained at the Guantanamo Bay detention facility. In this context, 
we reiterate the State of Kuwait's position expressed on numerous occasions by His Royal Highness 
Sheikh Sabah Al Ahmed Al Jaber Al Sabah, May God protect and guide his path, during his meeting on 
8/3/2009with the President of the United States Barak Obama, and in His Excellency's letter to the 
latter, dated 11/30/2010. We reaffirm our commitment expressed on these occasions, and the State of 
Kuwait's full commitment to the conditions set out by the United States in connection with the release 
of the detainees. We would also like to point out that the State of Kuwait has fulfilled its commitment to 
the aforementioned conditions with Kuwaiti citizens Khaled Al Mutairi and Fawaz Al Rabia', who were 
released in 2009, and that the US authorities were pleased to see such cooperation. 

As was previously conveyed to you, the State of Kuwait has opened a rehabilitation center for Kuwaiti 
detainees returning from the Guantanamo Bay detention facility, and developed a rehabilitation 
program for them to guarantee their natural return and reintegration into the Kuwaiti society. Officials 
from your country's government, who visited Kuwait and saw the steps that were taken in this context, 
were pleased with what they saw with regard to the fate of the Kuwaitis returning from the detention 
facility. 

The State of Kuwait also views the fate of its citizens held at the Guantanamo Bay detention facility on 
the basis of the solid and historical relationship between our respective countries, and the nature of 
such relationship that made the State of Kuwait a principle ally of the United States, as we have both 
sacrificed dearly to uphold justice, freedom and the rule of law. As such, the Government of the State of 
Kuwait, represented by its Interior Ministry, is fully ready to receive its citizens Fayez Al Kandari and 
Faouzi Al Odeh immediately, and is willing and able, as previously mentioned, to implement the 
conditions agreed upon in this regard by our respective governments. We would also like to remind you 
that the President of the United States had urged many countries to work seriously and quickly to 
arrange for receiving their citizens from the Guantanamo Bay detention facility. 



Therefore the Government of the State of Kuwa.t has appointed a team to meet with US officials, 

without delay, to arrange for the release of the Kuwaiti citizens. 

,n conclusion, we wish your beloved country and people all success and prosperity.
